The Secretary of the Tieosnry haa 


modified his order of July 13th, relative 
to standard dollars. 
Now, the Assist- 


ant 
United States -Treasurer at San 


Francisco is authorized to supply the 
demand for these coins in all the Terri- 
tory that is nearer Stin Francisco than 
other Government depositories of stand- 
ard dollars, in sums of $5,000 or less, 
the expense of shipment to be paid by 
the Government. 
According to this or- 


der, as we'understand it, auy'peison de- 
positing $5,000 or less with the Assist- 
ant Treasurer at San Francisco can 
have the amount in standard dollars 
sent free of charge to any express office 
vest of th« Eocky Mountains. This 
ought to get enough silver into circula- 
tion for the requirement of trade, as 
merchants »nd bnuineaas men can order 
the coins direct from the Mint and have 
them delivered free of cost. 


There is now and has been for some 


time past a great scarcity of silver in 
Nevada, and merchants and others have 
been compellfcd to order shipments of 
silver from banks iu San Francisco, and 
•of course p«,y transportation charges on 
the same, to meet the requirements of 
their business. 


Senator Pugb, of Alabama, asserts 


that the South is solid against Wall 
street on the silver question, and that 
the lately published expressions of 
opinion from Southern men are invari- 
ably from bankers and others in sympa- 
thy with the gold movement, but that 
the great mass of the Southern people 
are sound, as are nlao their representa- 
tives in Congress. To a reporter he 
recently said: "You can say, with poa- 
itiveness, that the bond between the 
West and South on the silver question 
will never be disturbed. The West is 
even morn et'rougly in favor of silver 
than the South. There will be no 
change in the present law regarding 
silver coinage thut will interfere with 
silver as a medium of exchange. The 
clearing-houses of New York and Lon- 
don cannot control and dictate to this 
country, however mcch they wish to do 
HO. 


The bonded debt of Ohio in 1883 was 


$4,388,095 60. Now after two years of 
Democratic rule it is $5,400,000 in 
round numbers. The two years of ex- 
periment have cost the people of that 
State $10,000,000. It is quite possible 
that these facts may have as ranch in- 
flueuco in deciding the approaching 
election in Ohio as any effort of the 
Prohibition party to divide the Repub- 
lican vote. 


The Earekik Sentinel insists 
that 


there is such a county as Roop. The 
JotJBNAL, again begs leave to inform the 
Sentinel that Koop was abolished by 
the Legislature of 1883, and the terri- 
tory it embraced ia now part and parcel 
of Washoe, to which county it bad al- 
ways been attached for Legislative, 
Executive and Judicial purposes. 


The State census is now complete, 


and the total population of Wisconsin 
is shown to be 1,563,930, a gain over 
1880 of twenty-one per cent. 
The larg- 


est gains are in the northern half of the 
State, where there have been large open- 
ings of comparatively new country, due 
ia a great measure to the lumber inter- 
est.

EDITOB SELVES STATE :—I notice an 


article in your valuable paper, taken 
rom the Times-Review, regarding the 
transportation of pilser dollars by the 
jovernment free of cost. 
We have also 


experienced the same difficulty in pro- 
curing silver dollars which the Grand 
Prize complains of, and were informed 
ay the Sun Francisco Mint authorities 
hat the demand must be madeatWaah- 
ngtonfor standard dollars. Is it possi- 
ble that the fractional silver taken by 
tbe New York banks to the amount of 
six million*, which the United States 
Treasurer has taken so much pains to 
mblish throughout the land, must be 
irst paid out to those desiring silver 
and credited to the syndicate before the 


hated dollar " can be given a chance 


to circulate ? Whist other inference can 
»e drawn ? 


An editorial headed " Solid for Sil- 


ver," in the Daily News of Denver, 
August Slat, quotes Senator Brown of 
jeogia as huving said that Treasurer 
Jordan emphatically asserted that every 
proper endeavor was being made to in- 
jrease the circulation of silver ; that 
Secretary Manning was determined to 
;horoughly test the silver question by 
giving the country a chance to absorb as 
many of the standard dollars as it 
wanted, and he was bound to make the 
teat as thoroughly as possible. Do the 
fuctn substantiate the assertion ? Can 
we have the dollar befoio the six mill- 
ions fractional coin lias been absorbed 
by (us) the banks '{ Is it anotherdodge 
to hoard iu the Government vaults the 


eighty-Ofut " dollar, aud try to thus 


convince the people that wo should sell 
our bullion to England at a ruinous dis- 
count, so the " lords " can make a hand- 
some profit of 20 per cent, from the 
India trade, and the national buuks can 
circulate their rags ? Do the Uuited 
States authorities fear to arouse the 
Lion ? Have we, the proudest, tne 
bravest, the froeest, the most (should 
be) prosperous people on earth, become, 
through our representatives and ser- 
vants, subservient, truckling tools to 
foreign syndicates and home bankers, 
who for money and self-agpjrandizfimeut 
load us to poverty and destitution ? 


The Denver News strikes Hayes and 


Sherman merited blows, but, Mr. Edi- 
tor, this silver does not seem to be a 
politican question. 
The Republican 


leaders showed the clov«n foot with the 
boot off, aa H were, but I contend that 
President Cleveland has taken the sock 
off, and from the first, after the election 
was assured, showed the naked cloven 
hoof. 


It strikes me that our arguments and 


supplications avuilelh but little. We 
have quoted statistic* which prove be- 
yond a doubt all theories nud assertions 
made by siDgle-staudard advocates to be 
groundless and witnout data or reason, 
and the only thought tbat can suggest 
itself is that there is "millions in it."

To Beat Uivll Service. 


A plan to evade the Civil Service law 


is said to be now on trial in some of the 
departments at Washington unknown to 
the President. It is learned upon good 
authority that a nuaiber of laborers aud 
skilled mechanics have recently been 
placed on the Treasury Department 
payrolls at salaries of $50, $55 and $60 
per month, thereby evading a civil ser- 
vice examination. These appointments 
will be utilized in promotions to fill the 
vacancies caused by any discharges 
which it may be desired to make in the 
Third Auditor's and other bureaus of 
the Treasury, for it has been decided 
that examinations are unnecessary for 
promotion. 


Th.9 Secretary of the Treasury ban 


directed the suspension of George H. 
Sterling, recently appointed weigher at 
tho New York Custom House, in the 
place of George B. Eicon, pending the 
investigation to be made by the Col- 
lector of Customs of all the ciroumntau- 
ces attending the change in the* office. 
The action of the Secretary is based on 
the information that the apppointtoent 
is an improper one. 


As S Affected by the Order oi 
Hie 


Board at Regents. 


The Carson Free Lance says : 
Two weeks have elapsed since went 


into effect the order of the Board of Re- 
gents changing the price of State lands 
along the water courses from $1 25 per 
acre to $2 50 per- acre and $5 per acre 
respectively, according to location. In 
this time there have been applications 
for 320 acres at the advanced price, 
while on account of the order there have 
>een held in abeyance applications for 
"ands aggregating 3,400 acres. That i», 
nstaad of having sold not less than 
3,720 acres at the old rates, the State 
JOB sold but 320 acres at the new rates.
